The importation of American flour cortinues 
to incredse steadily and last year the: iniporta- 
lion amounted to 3,900,coo bushels,, When 
this is added to the flour produced in. Japan, 
the total annual consumption of: four in this- 
couniry amounts to aver 4,209,000 bushels. 
‘The marked increase of the» importation of- 
flour gince the Russo-Japanese war has given 
an ingentive to the flour-milling industry in 
_Tapan, with the result that ofd companies have 
extended their works and new companies have 
rapidly been formed, ‘There are now 21 new mill- 
ing companies, and according to the vernacular 
pipers the output of flour in 24 hours when these 
new mills come into full operation is estimated 
at 5,480 barrels, or 21,921 bags, in addition to 
some, 19,702 bags praduced by the old mills, 
In addition there aré twa mills in Manchuria— 
the Changchong flour mill and’ Manchuria 
flour mill, these two mills producing 402-bar- 
rels each, When the output of the mill at 
Hankow, 400' barrels, is-added, the daily out- 
put of floor in Japanese mills in the Far East 
will amount to 25,82 barrels. or 774,360 bags 
aA month—9,292;320 bags a year, Assum-

The 
granite nature of the Taipo road. is very hard 
on ponies’ shoes, and wears them down to the 
thickoess almost of paper in a very short time.

FORMER'U. §. MINISTER TO CHINA, 


: Pasndena, May 18, * 
Major Edwin H. Conger, former Minister, to 
China, and at one time ove of the most notable 
members of the United States diplomatic corps 
died, at the family home in: this city at 3.45 
o'clock this afternoon, No hope for his re- 
covery had been held out by the atlending 
physicians ‘or Ue pist_ twenty-four hours. 
Daily fora week past Mr. Conyer has gradually 
-growa peaker, and it was known this morning 
that he had but a few, hours to live, ‘The 
family was at the bedside when the end: came. 
Chronic dysentery was the direct cause of death. 
Edwin Hurd Conger was born in Knox counly, 
Ml, March 7, 1843. Fis boyhood days were 
“spent on a farm, and, after a common-school 
‘education, he eniered Lombard University at 
Petersburz IIl,, leaving with his degree in 1862, 
H-Conger-enlisted asa private-in—Company-I.,— 
One hundred and Second fIlincis Volunteer 
Infantry, and rose step by stepuatil the close 
of the Civil: War, attaining the: rank of Capiaio 
and: receiving from the President the brevet of 
.Major " for gallant and menitozious canduct on 
the field" He entend Albany law school, 
graduating with honours in 1866. He was 
admitted to the bar in his native State and en- 
tered upon active practice at Galesburg, Ill.
